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It An Acfoertifement to Aflronomers, of the Advan- 
tages that may accrue from the ObferVation of the 
Moons frequent Jppulfes to the Hyades, during 
the Three next enfuing Years, 

OF all the Methods hitherto propored for finding 
the Longitudes of Places for Geographical Ufes, 
none feems more adapted to the purpofe, than that 
by the Occukations of the fixe Stars by the Moon obferved in 
diftant Parts: For thofe Immerfions of the Stars which 
happen on the dark Semicircle of the Moon, and their E- 
meriions from the fame, are perfectly momencaneous, with- 
out that Ambiguity, to which the Observations of the Eclip- 
fes of the Moon, and thofe of Jupiter s Satellites are fubjed. 
Bsfides, whilft the Moon is horned, and her weaker Light 
lefs daziing, an ordinary fhort Te'efcope, fuch as by Ex- 
perience is found io be manageable on Ship board, fufrkes 
to obferve thofe Moments, even in the Occupations of ve- 
ry minute Stars: On which account, this way feems to bid 
faireit for the defired Solution of the grand Problem of find- 
ing the Longitude at -:ea. But fince it would be neediefs 
to enquire exactly what Longicude a Ship is in, when that 
of the Port to which file is bound is ftiil unknown it were 
to be wifhc >hat the Princes of the Earth would cau.fe fuch 
Qbfervati ms to be made, in the Ports and ;>n the princi. 
pal Head-Lands of their Dominions, each foi 1 his own, as 

might 
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might once for all fettle truly the Limits. of the Land and 
Sea. This Work however being likely to be left to the Care 
andCuiiofity of private Perfons, it may not beamifs hereby 
to give notice of the prefent Opportunity of performing 
it, in this our Northern Hemifphere, by help of the f.equenc 
Appulfes of the Moon to the more Southerly of the Hyndcs, 
man? of which fhe eciiples in each monthly Revolution, 
and will continue fo to do, during the Years 1718, 1719, 
and 1720. 

Thefe Stars are but Three or Four in all former Cata- 
logue?, but the iritijh of Mr FUmfieed encreafes them to 
Sixteen ; to them we have added Three others fomewhat 
/mailer, viz. c, i, and » in che Ftgu.e of the f'yades here- 
to annext. In it the principal Stars are ma'kt with Bayer's 
Marks, and the reft with che Letcers of the Itallck alpha- 
bet ; their Longitudes are fitted to the beginning of the 
Year 1718, and being truly laid down, may ferve to in- 
ftruft the curious Obierver, when and where to look for 
them, when the Moon is among them. 

It appears by this Scheme that the Diftance between a 
and * or VaUUc'tam, is about Nine Hours Motion of the 
Moon, in which time fuppofing her to pafs from one to the 
other, fhe muft eclipfe y and e, and Four or Five of thofe 
about 9, and muft apply very clofe, with her Southern 
Limb, to all thofe which have about Six Degrees South- 
Latitude ; which wouid be a very entertaining Sight for 
the Lovers of thefe Arts.. But if the Times of the Occul- 
tations of any One of thefe Stars, or even of any Two of 
them in the fame Night, be accurately obferved under di- 
ftant Meridians, the difference of thofe Meridians may be 
truly obtain'd thereby ; efpecially fince the Moon's Parallax, 
and all other parts of her Theory thereto required, are at 
prefent fufficiently ftated and known. 

For the fake of fuch as are wilting to mske ufe of this 
Method, we have added the Places of all the Hyades fitted to 
the prefent Time, and chiefly taken from the Brhifo Cata- 
logue, which being faulty in the Stars we call k and/, we 
have here rectified them-
